REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT 

To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Eaton: 

The  number  of  pupils  attending  our  school  this 
year  is  33.  This  is  the  limit  of  the  capacity  of  the 
school  room  and  any  further  increase  in  the  size  of 
the  school  will  create  a  serious  problem. 

The  sanitary  equipment  of  the  school  is  in  very 
poor  condition  and  has  given  trouble  during  the  winter 
months  for  a  number  of  years.  Either  extensive  re- 
pairs must  be  made  or  new  equipment  installed. 

The  more  important  statistical  items  for  last' year 
are  these:  number  of  pupils,  34;  percentage  of  at- 
tendance, 93.7;  tardinesses,  154;  number  transported, 
14;  visits  of  superintendent,  21. 

The  work  of  the  teacher  deserves  high  commenda- 
tion. 

The  amount  to  be  raised  under  Article  8  is 
$1,796.79.  To  this  is  to  be  added  all  special  appropria- 
tions.
